"OPERATION: LEVEL" 




The 8th Air Force base in Great Britain was a 
beehive of activity. More than sixty Flying 
Fortresses v/ere kept there and all were ready 
within an hour to fly on an emergency mission. 
The bate olso housed nearly 1700 officers and 
men of the bomber groupi, a base maintenance 
detachment, a service group and administrative 
personrtel. The total was more than 2300 men 
and women. 

At the base the personnel would eof, sleep, 
receive medical care, get their mail and pay, 
shop at the PX, carry on their religious, social, 
athletic and recreational aclivtttes and their 
never ending training. It was necessary to work 
on the airplanes day and night for repair, over- 
houl, and improved functioning. 

Everything ot the 8th Air Force base was 
organized on the theory that efficiency would 
produce the maximum striking power against 
th« •nemy. In case of a dawn mission, the par- 
tidpoting group would be notified of its role the 
previous evening. Big Brass hod to wait fo get 
the final weather reports before making the 
dedfion whether or not to stage the mission. 
About one or two in the morning the detailed 
orders would go into effect. This would set the 
ground crews into action and they would be 
busy tuning op the engines of the planes that 
were to porficipote in the bombing of enemy 
territory. 

About four in the morning the aircrews were 
awakened. They would be given rides to the 
bose messes and then fed a good hearty Ijreak- 
fast. Next they would draw their personal fly- 
ing eqvipment from the supply room. Then this 
would be followed by the brelfing which was 
so essential. ActuoJiy it consisted of all infor- 
matton bearing on the successful compIeHon of 
the mission, tt included maps, target charts, 
ondlysis of torget and reason for its selection, 
wMrtlier informotion, most recent informotion 
on fkik and fighter opposition to be expected, 
procedwe orders and ciphers. 

The bombardiers obtained Iheir sights from 
the bomb sight vault in which they were S'ept 
and carefully guarded. Cameras and films were 
installed in about or^e out of every six pfanes. 



Everything was carefully checked, from life rafts 
to navigation equipment.

I assume you hove a 
sweetheart." 

Early the next morning the two trucks return- 
ed from a successful mission.

It was quickly 
transferred to the plane's tanks. 

"That dirt rood seems to be hard pocked," 
observed Captain Mo^on. "I'll attach a tow tine 
to the two trucks. Pull us so that my right land- 
ing wheels are on the road.
